SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—|Special.| The 
Kewen-Cotter serio-comic duel having 
exploited in the local newspapers, there 
promises to be furthertrouble. Col. 
Perrie Kewen, formerly Assistant Ad- 
jutant General of this State, is well- 
known in Los Angeles. Maj. Cotter is 


a correspondent of the Oakland Times. 


Kewen, through a misunderstanding, 
slapped Cotter’s face at the Golden 
Eagle Saturday night. There was a 
challenge and seconds, among whom 
John T. Gaffey of Los Angeles was 
named.

Many Bills Offered in the Senate—A Big 
Day in the Assembly. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Senate.—The Senate 
convened at 2 p.m.,_ Lieut.-Gov. 
Reddick presiding. A message was 
received from the Assembly announcing 
the adoption of the concurrent resolu- 
tion referring to the Caminetti bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—[By the Associ- | 
ated Press.| Dr. Johnston, after re- 
maining inthe Blaine house all night, 
left Recents after 6 this morning.. He 
said Blaine enjoyed a peaceful sleep 
during the night, and was only awak- 
ened at such times as it was necessary 
to give medicineand nourishment. The 
‘doctor put a mych more hopeful aspect 
to the case this Mérning, but would not 
go into details further than to say that 
the night had been a satisfactory one. 

At 9 o'clock the attendant at the 
door of the Blaine mansiow said the 
patient was resting very easily, indeed. 
Blaine was showing remarkable vital- 
ity. In yesterday’s sinking spells it 
was thought he could not survive, but 
his system responded to the remedies 
administered with much readiness. 

One of the closest friends of. Blaine, 
who was admitted to the sick chamber 
last night, said today: ‘The light of 
life in Blaine is going out. 1 do not 
think he will survive the next twenty-. 
four hours. His present condition is a 
struggle between life and the end, 
which is likely to come at any time. 
He is, apparently, oblivious of his sur- 
roundings, but frequently rouses from 
his comatose state, and, though too 
weak to manifest interest in his family, 
yet he gives evidence of consciousness.’’ 

At 11 o’clock Dr. Johnston;who had 
just come froma visit to the states- 
man’s bedside, said: ‘‘Blaine is very 
much better. Heis as well as he was 
four days. ago and has entirely recov- 
ered from the relapse of Saturday night 
and yesterday morning. He is quite 
cheerful this morning and I feel very 
much encouraged respecting him.’’ 
Members of the family and others spoke 
in thesome strain, 

Dr. Johnston paid a visit to Blaine 
between 5 and 6 o’clock. He said-Mr. 
Blaine rested comfortably all day and 
was much better. He rallied consider- 
ably, and there was no reason, as far as 
Dr. Johnston could see, to expecta 
tatal termination during the night. 

Dr. Hyatt, after a visit, reiterated 
what |Dr. Johnston had said about the 
condition of Blaine during the day and 
added that there were no signs of a 
fatal turn during the night.

many seasons. For weeks the musical peo- 
ple of the city have been looking forward 
to this event with the deepest interest.

made up of professional and not amateur 
musicians, many of whom are leaders of lo- 
calorchestras, and is under the direction of 
so skilled a conductor as Prof. A.J. Stamm, 
the great expectations of the public seemed 
justified, and they were not doomed to dis- 
appointment.

Judge Waai's s Decision in the ‘Mer- 
-iek Reynolds Case, 


The Gasetion ‘of. Tide Lands Consid- 
ered at Length.

THE OPINION. 


‘This is an action of ejectment brought by 
plaintiff to recover possession of a certain 
tract of fi ve acres anda fraction, which is 
at present occupied by defendant for rail- 
road purposes, near San Pedro Harbor: 
Plaintiff claims under a patent from the 
State of California issued on his applica- 
under the 
provision of title eight of the Political 
Code of California. 

The defense isdased on several grounds. 
(1.) Denial of plaintiff's title and right of 
possession for the reason that the patent is 
vold. (2,) Claim of title and. right of pos- 
session through mesne conveyances from. 
the patentee of the Palos Verdes Rancho. 
(3.) Grant#ito defendant from the General 
Government by act of Congress of March 4, 
1875. (4.) Prior grant of right-of-way for 
railroad purposes from the State of Cali- 
fornia, 

It will be readily seen that of these four 
lines of defense the only one which is con- 
sistent with the others.is the first. That is 
consistent with each of the other three, 
and neither of the others is consistent with 
either save the first. If the premises ever 
constituted porti of the Palos 
Verdes, it could neither pass by the act 
of Congress in- question, nor by permit 
from the Surveyor-General of California, 
and vise versa all the way through the 
combination. 

The question which appears on the thres-. 
hold is whether defendant is in a position 
to make this collateral attack onthe patent, 
it being regular on its face.

More Cut. Freight -Rates to Disturb | 
the Peace. 


The Warring Roads Preparing fer More 
Slashing—There Will Be a Scram-_ 
bie for Business—Local 
Notes. 


It is difficult to get an expression of 


opinion from »traffic’ officials df either 


the Southern Pacific or Santa Fé com- 
‘panies relating to the outcome of thg 
freight rate war inangurated Saturday 
by the latter road in retaliation for the 
reductions made on certain commodities 
to Chicago and. New York. Though 
they say little, they act as though they 
had attthority back of them to carry the 
war to a finish. Though in some com- 
modities, notably beans, the Santa Fé 
may not be able to compete successfully 
with its rival, by reason of the fact that 
no divisions on thé cut rate basis | 
can be counted on for business originat- 
ing on the Southern Pacific lines, there 
are other items of freight where an ad- 
vantage can be enjoyed. A.dispatch to 
the Chronicle from Chicago, dated Sun- 
day, says that on the day following the 
Santa Fé would reducethe rate on dried 
fruit from California to Chicago to $1 
per 100 pounds. The reason for the 
reduction is that the fifty-cent, rate on 
canned goods which the Atchison made 
to protect the Chicago rate against the 
seaboard rete of the Southern Pacific 
works a discrimination against the 
dried fruit dealers both in California 
and Chicago.. The transcontinental 
officials are extremely apprehensive 
over the rate situation. — 
_ Without the added ill feeling caused 
by the recent reductions enough cause 
‘already existed for fear of a complete 
demoralization in transcontinental 
rates. Without two weeks word has 
been received from an official of the 
Canadian government that the demand 
on the Canddian Pacific to. meet the 
import rates of the Southern Pacific 
would soon be enforced. Asthe South- 
ern Pacific’s import rates from France 
San Francisco are considerable less 
than its rail rate from New Orleans to 
San Francisco, the demand of the 
Canadian government will force a 50 
per cent. reduction on all rates in 
question. 

SCRAP HEAP.
